One of the old esquires of Malden 
had a slave who had been in bla family 
until be was about seventy years of 
sge. Perceiving that there was not 
much more work left In tbe old mnn. 
his owner sent for him one day and 
addressed him In pouipooa fashion. 

’’You have l**en a faithful servant to 
me and uiy father ttefore me." be said 
“1 have long been thinking what 1 
should do to reward you for your serv¬ 
ices. and I have decided to give you 
your freedom. You are your own mat 
ter: you are your own man."
